It is under the direction of 
Coumes, of Strasburg, Ingenieur en Chef des Travaux du Rhin, | It sends 
out annpally large numbers of fecundated ova to fertilise the rivers of France, 
and it-even. generously aids pisciculturists in other countries., The apparatus 
of the Acclimatisation Society has been erected.as an experiment. Having 
regard tothe state of the society's funds, the council thought it prudent to 
risk only £120 in the experiment,. This sum. has covered the expense of the 
apparatus, For future and enlarged operations it can be easily augmented. 
he operation of placing ova in the. tro was begun on the 24th Decem- 
ber, 1863, Since that about 136,000 eggs hae been placed. Over 40,000 have 
already been sent to members, at moderate prices, fixed by the piscicultural 
director. There are now 90,000 eggs and alevius in the. troughs, and from 

5,000 to 6,009 eggs have died in the process. The eggs and alevius now 
in the apparatus emay be thus divided: 
—Salmon, 65000 (about 5000 have been 
sent out); salmon trout, 5000; Cumner 
trout, 67000; Greek Lake tront, 7:5000; 
Charr, 4000. These quantities have been 
provided to a a the orders of members 
sent in before the 1st of December last. 

The ova oreggs are supported in troughs 
upon glass rods, a current of water being 
kept. con: antly flowing through the 
boxes. When the fish are hatched they 
fall through the spaces between the rods 
into the water, in which a quantity of fine 
gravel is placed,. From these boxes the 
young fish are removed into another one, 
where they a 6 kept for two or three 
weeks until they are in a condition to 
pes their own ‘subsistence; in the 
ntervel between this period -and their, 
hatching they are nourished from the 
contents of mnall saca with which they 
are A nfantey ou making their degen ieepe 
in the world. The ova which is hatched 
at Twickenham ig that of salmon, salmon 
trout, lake and river trout, and such other 
varieties as may be sent to the noclety. 
Thé French Government has forwarded 
neveral lots of the ova of trout, which are 
oerereng in i very satisfactory manner. 
Lhe. Acclimatisation Society deserve 
every éncouragement for the useful efforts 
they are making in this direction, and it 
is to be hoped that by their exertions, and 
the increased amount of attention which 
they will cause to be given to the preser- 
vation of fish, the supply may ultimately 
be very largely increased.

No word has been received from Heenan 48 yet, but his repugnance 
to write at any time may serve a8 an excuse for his not inditing a line or two 
since his defeat at the hands of Tom King, No evidence in su port of the 
charge of poisoning has been presented, and as far as McDonald is concerned, 
we believe him to entirely guiltless: .McDonald was ruined by the fight, 
having wagered his last guinea on the success of Heenan, Some one has cir- 
culated a report here that McDonald gave Heenan his breakfast on the morn- 
ing of the fight. This we know to ba incorrect. Heenan's brother, Jim, pre- 
pared and gave John his breakfast that morning; of this we are positive. Jim 

eenan superintended the victualing department, and for some days before © 
the fight slept down stairs, so as 10 prevent any tampering with his rations by 
outsiders or insiders, so that the base insinuations against McDonald fall to 
the ground. We admit that there is a mystery attending the movementa of 
Heenan after the first round or two; after the second round, he ‘said to hig 
seconds that he could not fight « bit, and so it appeared.
